Winant Emphasizes Social Justice 
Efforts of the LL.O. 

In announcing from Geneva 
headquarters the decision to con- 
tinue normal functioning, Director 
Winant last week declared that the 
I..0. is “a symbol of man’s efforts 
to establish that lasting peace 
based upon social justice which re- 
mains the goal of all civilized 
thinking.”

UNION CONTRACT 


Agreement Provides for 
Vacation with Pay, 
Apprentice System and 
Standard Wage Scale 


A new agreement was signed this 
week between the Professional Em- 


balmers’ Union No. 9049 of San 
Francisco and the San Francisco 
association of morticians. The 


agreement calls for closed shop 
conditions, being the first of its 
kind, covering this field, in the 
| state 

The union is recognized as sole 
bargaining agent and the agree- 
ment defines clearly all working 
conditions, wages and hours and 
also designates the status of jour- 
|neymen and apprentices. 

Among other things the agree- 
ment gives preference to the chauf- 
feurs’ union in emergency cases 
where embalmers’ union employes 
| are not available, at the same wage 
| scale as paid regular employes. 
Provides for Vacation 
} A clause in the contract calls 
for assistance by the union to help 
;} employers in selecting employes 
competent of rendering the services 
required, thereby effecting a mu- 
tual employment operation 
| The agreement also calls for one 
day off each week with every 
other day off to be a Sunday. Two 
weeks’ vacation each year with 
pay is granted and ‘on call’ peri- 
ods and split shifts are tabu. 

The minimum wage scale for 
journeymen is listed at $200.00 per 
month with apprentices receiving 
a minimum of $85.00 for the first 
six months, $100.00 for the second 
six months and sliding accordingly 
to a minumum of $125.00 a month 
for the last six months of the two

Separate Agreements Held 
Subterfuge to Escape Dealing 
With Machinists’ Union 


A boss can’t get around dealing 
with a real union by signing sepa- | 
rate contracts with each of his em- 
ployes. 

That rule was laid down by the 
national labor relations board this 
week when it ordered the Schier-| 
brock Motors company of Daven-| 
port, Iowa, to bargain collectively | 
with Lodge No. 1215 of the interna- 
tional association of machinists. 

Though the union represented all 
of the firm’s mechanics, the com- 
pany forced the workers to enter 
}into one-man agreements, the board 
pointed out. That move was brand- 
ed by the board as an “illegal eva- 
sion of the company’s duty to bar- 
gain with the union.” 

In addition to winning the labor 
board victory, the machinists this 
week negotiated a score of con- 
tracts with employers throughout 
the nation, most of which boosted 
wages and established vacations 
with pay.

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Facing the Facts 


with PHILIP PEARL 


We hear so much about democracy these days that it is natural to 
assume everyone knows what democracy means. The danger is we may 
content ourselves with the definition that democracy is the opposite of 
dictatorship and let it go at that. 


But we must probe a little deeper for our own protection. In what re- 
spects is democracy the antithesis of autocracy? 

Essentially democracy means government of the people, by the people 
and for the people, while autocracy means government of the people by 
an individual for that individual. Therefore, in a democracy the people 
themselves are empowered to protect their rights while in an autocracy 
the dictator assumes the power to trample on their rights. 

What are these rights which so concern us? They are the right of free 
speech, the right of free assembly, the right to worship God as we please, 
the right of free press and the right to our day in court. Enjoyment of 
these rights, it should be emphasized, must be guaranteed in a democ- 
racy to members of a minority group as well as to those in the majority. 

Now let us apply these elementary but fundamental lessons to labor | 
organizations. 

Many years ago, in 1910 in fact, a convention of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor issued a declaration on the rights of a minority in a dem- 
ocratic organization which has always been the guiding rule of the fed-| 
eration and which is especially pertinent today. 
OUR GUIDING RULE 

We quote from this 1910 declaration: 


“Every report, resolution, recommendation or suggestion coming be- 
fore the convention received the earnest consideration of the delegates. | 
There are many gatherings of men and women in which things that are 
thought inconvenient or unacceptable are suppressed by reference to a/| 
ecmmittee, where they are kiilled and buried. The American Federation 
of Labor has this record—that no matter what opinion may be held by 
a delegate, if he expresses it in the form of a resolution it is given con-| 


that that country is best, that organization is best, where the greatest 
freedom obtains and where the rights of the minority are guaranteed.” 


How that convention of 1910 called the turn of the CIO of today! 


For in San Francisco last week there was held a gathering of men and 
women—the CIO convention—where several things that were thought 
inconvenient or unacceptable were suppressed by reference to a com- 
mittee where such resolutions were killed and buried. 


As an outstanding example, take the subject of labor peace. More 
than a dozen resolutions from state and city bodies and from affiliated 
unions were submitted to the convention demanding unity with the A. 
F. of L. These resolutions were suppressed. They were referred to the 
resolutions committee which killed and buried them. And, instead, that 
committee brought out a resolution which referred the peace plea from 
the president of the United States to the so-called peace committee of 
the CIO. It is that committee which John L. Lewis has refused to per- 
mit to continue negotiating with the A. F. of L. 

PHONY DEMOCRACY 

By that very action the CIO exposed itself as an autocracy masquerad- 
ing as a democracy. Beyond any question of doubt the delegates to that 
convention, as well as the rank and file members they represented, were 
eager to take action leading to labor peace. Even if they were only a 
minority, they had the right—or should have in a democracy—to get up 
and speak for their ideas. But one man, John L. Lewis, trampled on 
their rights. He ordained that the peace resolutions be killed and buried. | 
They were. He ordered that these resolutions be thoroughly suppressed. | 


Is it any wonder that Mr. Lewis, the dictator of the CIO, is being | 
widely compared with Adolph Hitler, the dictator of nazi Germany? Is | 
there any difference in their methods? 

If additional proof of the CIO dictatorship were needed, it was Sup- | 
plied by Mr. Lewis himself during and after the convention. Do you 


jremember how Lewis publicly proclaimed his “five-year plan” to the 


convention? Outstripping even the dictators of Europe in his contempt | 
for democracy and truth, he brazenly declared he expected to continue | 
s leader of the CIO for at least five years and during that time expected | 
to enlist ten million members. How was that for arrogance? Did the 


|thought ever occur to Lewis that the members of the CIO might want | 


to choose another leader in the meantime? It did, belatedly. In accept- 
ing re-election for the coming year, he had the crass nerve to say he 
didn’t want to continue in the job but had been persuaded to do so by 
his associates. Excuse us while we laugh. 

One more point. At the conclusion of the convention, Lewis instituted 
a “purge.” He demoted several of his puppet assistants and raised up 
other stooges to replace them. Purge? Purge? Where have we heard 
of that word before?

LABOR’S NON-PARTISAN 
A. F. L. CONVENTION 


Is Antagonistic to A. F. of L. 
And an Accessory to the CIO, 
Executive Council Says 


The report of the credentials 
committee of the state federation 
convention in September, relative 
to the seating of delegates who are 
members of t he non-partisan 
league, was at that time held in 
abeyance pending action to be 
taken on the same matter by the 
national convention in Cincinnati. 


The reason for the report to the 
state convention was that Presi- 
dent Green, acting under the in- 
structions of the national execu- 
tive council, held at Miami in Feb- 
ruary of this year, sent a letter to 
all state federations, city central 
bodies and affiliated labor unions, 
ordering all organizations affil- 
iated with labor’s non-partisan 
league to divorce themselves from 
such affiliation. The executive 
council and the American Federa- 
tion of Labor had repeatedly de- 
clared that labor’s non-partisan 
league is antagonistic to the A. F. 
of L. and is part and accessory to 
CIO. 


The Cincinnati convention adopt- 
ed a resolution on this subject, sub- 
mitted by Burt Currigan, delegate 
from the California state federa- 
tion, that clarifies the local situa- 
tion, substantiating the local cre- 
dential committee’s findings re- 
garding the attitude of the Amer- 
ican federation. 


It reaffirms the validity of 
the orders sent out by Presi- 
dent Green in the February 
letter and also reaffirms the 
A. F, of L. stand concerning 
labor’s non-partisan league. 


The adopted resolve reads as 
follows: 
“That the 59th annual conven- 


tion of the American Federation of 
Labor in order to clarify the situ- 
ation and for the purpose of mak- 
ing the position and orders of the 
American Federation of Labor 
cffective hereby reeffirms its posi- 
tion and policy towara labor's non- 
partisan league, declaring that it is 
eccessory to the CIO and antag- 
onistic to the American Federation 
cf Labor.” 

The adoption the resolution 
by the Cincinnati convention puts 
the issue squarely up to the unions

Employes, All of Whom Are Organized in A. F. of L. 
Unions; Attacks Activities of Chicago CIO 


Charging the CIO newspaper 
guild with disseminating false prop- 
aganda regarding the alleged CIO 
strike against the Chicago Herald- 
American, William Green, presi- 
dent of the American Federation 
of Labor, in his final remarks to 
the fifty-ninth annual convention 
of the federation at Cincinnati, 
Ohio, declared that there was no 
strike of the Herald-American em- 
ployes, that they were all organ- 
ized in A. F. of L. unions, and 
urged A. F. of L. affiliates and 
members everywhere “to help us in 
our fight to maintain the federa- 
tion in the city of Chicago.” 

“I wish to refer to a resolution 
adopted by this convention upon 
which no discussion took place, 
but which I regard as of very 
great importance,” Mr. Green said. 
“I refer to the resolution relative 
to the alleged strike of the news- 
paper guild, a CIO organization, 
against the Chicago Herald-Exam- 
iner, a newspaper published in the 
city of Chicago. 

An Alleged Strike 

“There is no strike in effect at 
that plant. An agreement was en- 
tered into between the employes 
of that newspaper and the man- 
agement of that publication who 
were all members of American 
Federation of Labor unions, which 
provided for the payment of de- 
cent wages and for the existence 
of tolerable conditions of employ- 
ment.

A breakdown of the total of $25,586,288.58 which the exec- 
utive council reports the unions paid in benefits reveals the fol- 
lowing items: Death benefits, $13,125,853.38; sick benefits, 
$1,306,767.79; unemployment benefits, $2,582,542.87; old age 
benefits, $5,334,206.54; disability benefits, $1,641,090.88; mis- 
cellaneous benefits, $1,595,827.12. 

It is evidenced from these figures that the unions affiliated 


with the American Federation of Labor are vitally concerned

On Coordination 

The union movement is built on 
the foundation of co-operation! 
There is no argument on such a 
statement. Our own nation, called 
itself, The Union, is built on the 
motto “In unity there is strength.” 
Nor are these by-words mere psy- 
chological go-getters. They have 
been proven time and time again 
... as we all know. And yet as we 
take time to ponder these facts, we 
find that much of today belies 
their general acceptance, even in 
our own family, 


There is no need to do more than 
mention labor’s great split. But 
why can there be no compromise? 

Have you ever received an an- 
swer to your “Why”? Certainly. 
Many times. But probably never 
the true answer. Probably never 
the answer that also tells of the 
real cause for the present Euro- 
pean conflict, or the Asiatic mas- 
sacres, 

We, too, have tried in vain to 
reconcile ourself to these and many 
and varied answers. But try as we 
may there is always one that crops 
out from beneath the camouflage. 
One that causes strife between 
man and wife, between union and 
management, between Jack and 
Bob. 

And that answer is “selfishness.” 
Do away with it and you do away 
with ninety per cent of the world’s 
troubles.

Commissioner to Contest 
Court Injunction Brought 
By Southern Manufacturers 


Lt. Colonel Philip Fleming, 


trouble - shooting army engi- 
neer, became the new adminis- 
trator for the wage-hour law, 
as it celebrated its first anni- 
versary last Tuesday. Among the 
birthday presents for the law, as 
Fleming took charge, was an in- 
junction suit and a change in wage 
and hour standards for thousands 
of workers whose pay envelops or 
work week are affected by the 
court. Some 690,000 people are 
in Jine for pay increases changed 
rom 25 cents to 30 cents an hour, 
which requirements will remain in 
force for six years unless revised 
by congress. 

The maximum work week was 
narrowed from 44 to 42 hours for 
some 2,380,000 workers who are 
now entitled to time and a half 
compensation for hours that they 
work beyond that limit. 


The injunction, prelude to a 
court action that may test the 
validity of the act was obtained 
from the circuit court of appeals 
in New Orleans by three southern 
textile manufacturers and calls for 
a stay against the 32% cents an 
hour minimum wage put into ef- 
fect by a special wage order. The 
rate applies to 175,000 workers. 
The manufacturers contend that 
the wage order, based on an indus- 
try committee recommendation, 
was “arbitrarily fixed.” 

The wage hour administration 
will contest the action, according 
to chief counsel, George A. Mc- 
Nulty.
